4th row. — Knit to last 14 sts., P.2, K.7, P.2, K.1, 
K.2 tog. 

5th row. — P.2 tog., K.2, P.7, K.2, purl to end of row. 



6th row. — Knit to last 12 sts., P.2, y.o.n., K.2 tog.t.b.l., 
K.3, K.2 tog., y.r.n., P.2, K.1. 

7th and 9th rows. — P.1, K.2, P.7, K.2, purl to end of 
row. 

8th row. — Knit to last 12 sts., P.2, K.1, y.fwd., 
K.2 tog.t.b.l., K.1, K.2 tog., y.fwd., K.1, P.2, K.1. 

10th row. — Knit to last 12 sts., P.2, K.2, y.fwd., 
K.3 tog., y.fwd., K.2, P.2, K.1. 

Break off yarn, leave these sts. on stitch holder. 

THE RIGHT FRONT — Work as given for Left Front

6th row.— Purl to last 19 sts., K.2, P.7, K.2, P.8. 

7th row. — K.8, P.2, K.2, y.fwd., K.3 tog., y.fwd., K.2, 
P.2, K.7, inc. once In last st. 

8th row. — As 6th row. 

9th row. — K.8, P.2, K.7, P.2, knit to last st., Inc. once 
in last st. 

Rep. 8th and 9th rows twice, then 8th row once. 

15th row. — K.8, P.2, K.7, P.2, knit to end of row, turn, 
cast on 25 sts. (56 sts.) 

16th row. — As 8th row. 

Proceed as follows: 

1st row. — K.8, P.2, K.7, P.2, knit to last 20 sts., turn. 

2nd and alt. rows. — Purl to last 19 sts., K.2, P.7, K.2,

5th row. — K.8, P.2, K.7, P.2, knit to last 10 sts., turn.

With right side of work facing 
when working next row, slip sts. from right front 
safety pin on to a No. 11 Needle, join in yarn, then 
knit up 8 sts. along side edge of neck, patt. across 
sts. from right sleeve safety pin, patt. across sts. from 
back stitch holder, patt. across sts. from left sleeve 
safety pin, knit up 8 sts. along side edge of neck, 
patt. across left front safety pin. (65 sts.) 

1st row. — K.l, purl to last st., K.l. 

2nd row. — K.2, ♦ P.1, K.l, rep. from ♦ to last st., K.l. 
3rd row. — As 1st row. 

4th row. — K.2, cast off one st., * K.l, P.1, rep. from ♦ 
to last 2 sts., K.2. 

5th row. — K.l, purl to last 2 sts., cast on one st., 
P.1, K.l. 

Rep. 4th and 5th rows once. Cast off loosely in rib.
